government has the right to seize or 
study the records of your bank account 
and you don't have a constitutional 
right to know that federal agents are 
doing so, the Supreme Court says 
And in another privacy caw, the 
court handed down a decision that 
coaid mean millions of government 
personnel and medical files will now be 
open to limited public scrutiny. 
In a 7 to 2 derision on Wednesday, 
the court said bank customers have no 
right to contest government subpoenas 
of their records because the records 
belong to the bank 
A bank's customers, the justices 
said, have "no legitimate expectation 
iA privacy’* in bank transactions that 
naturally involve bank employes who 
might tell the government what the 
records contain 
Since the customer should not think 
his account is private, the court said, 
he has no right to exper t that the bank 
or the government will tell him if his 
account records have been seized or 
examined 
Justice lewis F Powell, writing the 
decision for the majority, said the 
bank's failure to notify the customer 
constitutes "a neglect without legal 


consequences, however unattractive it 
may be " 
I hecks, deposit slips ami other 
records the government requires 
banka to keep "are not confidential 
communications but negotiable in­ 
struments to be used in commercial 
transactions." Powell wrote He said 
the documents only contain in­ 
formation the customer has vol­ 
untarily allowed to be exposed to 
banks and their employes 
The depositor takes the risk, in 
revealing his affairs to another, that 
the information will be conveyed by 
that person to the government," Ila* 
majority decision said 
TTk* ruling reversed a decision by the 
5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals, 
which suppressed bank records of Mit­ 
chell Miller id Macon, Ga , tried for 
operating an illegal whiskey still and 
other charges 
In the other case involving personal 
privacy, the court ruled that records of 
honor code enforcement by military 
academies may not tie withheld from 
the public on the grounds that the 
privacy of cadets or former cadets 
may tie infringed

law protecting secrecy of such files 
applies only if the government can

State Workers Ordered Rehired 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Supreme Court has ordered the Ohio 
Department of Transportation to 
rehire 345 state employes laid off last 
year in a budget move.

BOSTON (AP) — A bomb ripped 
through a probation office on the 
second floor of the Suffolk County 
Courthouse today, injuring at least 16 
persons, authorities said. cine man lost 
a leg in the explosion, police said 
Officials said they were warned of 
the bomb by an anonymous woman 
caller who gave "ethnic connotations 
which I don’t want to mention," said 
John Powers, clerk of the state 
Supreme Court. 
He said the* caller referred to Un­ 
case of Anthony Jackson, who is ac­ 
cused of murdering several Boston 
area coeds about two years ago. 
Authorities said that Uh* call carne 
exactly 20 minutes before the ex­ 
plosion, and a voluntary' evacuation 
was begun But some w orkers chose to 
stay inside the building, believing the 
warning to be a hoax Powers said 
more than 50 bomb threats were 
received rn Ute 19-story building w ithin 
the last year. 
Cathy Brock, an assistant clerk of 
Boston Juvenile Court, said she saw a 
man place a package in a paper bag 
under a counter, 
"I was very, very scared, and I 
ran," she said. "I’m not used to this 
type of thing " 
The blast tore away a 20-foot section 
of wall separating the office from a 
corridor and blew a hole through the 
floor into Uie lobby below 
"It must have been one hell of a 
bomb," said one Boston police officer 
"It ripped everything to shreds." 
One witness to the blast. Walter 
Murphy, deputy probation com­ 
missioner. said. 
"I saw smoke and glass, debris and 
blood all over the place. Doors were 
being blown off everywhere." 
Powers said a call came to the main 
switchboard at 8:53 a m. warning that 
a bomb would go off somewhere in the 
building in 20 minutes. 
"It went off in 20 minutes," said 
Powers. "It was right on time " 


The court in a 5-2 decision Wed­ 
nesday said DIXIT Director Richard 
D. Jackson must abide by a ruling of 
the State Personnel Board of Review 
ordering the workers rehired with 
back pay to the tune of their layoffs 
The majority opinion said Jackson 
had no legal right to appeal from the 
board decision The right of appeal in 
such cases is (united to persons and 
cannot legally be exercised by the 
state itself, the court said 
The 345 employes were among 607 
DIXIT workers laid off in March and 
Apnl 1975 because of budget con­ 
straints Th** layoffs represented 6 per 
cent of OIXJT’s work force. 
In public statements at the time, 
Jackson said tin* layoffs were caused 
by decreasing fuel tax revenues, which 
fund the department, coupled with in­ 
creasing highway construction costs 
Jackson said a luring freeze had 
been in effect in the department since 
I lecember 1973 but had not stemmed 
the rising departmental costs 
The director said the department 
"made every effort to institute the 
layoff within the letter and the spirit of 
the civil service law, including that 
portion which declares that the last 
hired must be the first laid off." 


State employe unions said mey 
suspected the layoffs were politically 
motivated because they covered 
GDOT employes hired during the 
preceding

ministration 
The layoffs occurred 
shortly after Republican Gov. James 
A. Rhodes took office

On May 23, the board ruled 2-1 that 
Jackson had to rehire the employes 
with back pay to the time of their 
dismissal.

Schaub 
claimed he was defending himself 
Ordered the 3rd District Court of 
Appeals to relax its rules and hear an 
appeal by Nick Westfall, serving a 
prison term for aggravated assault, 
whose appeal was rejected because of 
a clerk’s error. 
Westfall was sent to prison from 
Iogan County, but his appeal was

Co., B F. Goodrich and Uniroyal Inc 
The nationwide strike began at mid­ 
night Tuesday after three-year master 
contracts expired with no new 
agreement.

For Farmers 


WASHINGTON (AU) - Most of the 
nation will tura the clock forward one 
hour on April 25 to begin a six-month 
observance of Daylight Saving Time 
The changeover in April Is a victory 
for those mainly rural members of 
Congress who successfully fought a bill 
to begin DST two months earlier. 


Because Congress was unable to 
agree on a new bill this year, the 1966 
Uniform Time Act controls and dic­ 
tates DST from the last Sunday in 
April through the last Sunday in Oc­ 
tober. 
The provisions of the 1966 law were 
suspended in January 1974 at the 
height of the oil embargo when 
government officials were looking for 
every possible way of saving energy 


Basing its actions on preliminary 
studies. Congress concluded that some 
energy could be saved through year- 
around observance of DST, so it was 
begun in January of that year 
But before the onset of cold weather 
in tlx* fall, Washington had heard the 
protests of farmers and rural parents, 
and standard time was returned in 
October 1974. It remained in effect 
through the last Sunday in February 
1975 


Tliat left the nation with six months 
of DST in 1973, IO months in 1974 and 
eight months in 1975. 
The Senate Commerce Conunittee 
approved a bill aimed at standardizing 
the time schedule by decreeing eight 
months of DST every year But when 
the bill reached the floor in February 
this year, opponents of longer DST 
would have none of that. 
So the Senate compromised on seven 
months of IXST, .starting this year But 
since there was never any real push in 
the House to have more than six 
months of DST, the bill went nowhere 
there.

By I'll YI.IJS BATTELLE 
IM.AINS, Ga. -• Behind every 
presidential candidate there’s a 
mother 
and none is more spunky 
and outspoken than Jimmy Carter's 
77-year-old mama. "Miss Lillian" 
Carter. 
Miss Lillian, who wears sleek pants 
suits and could la* taken for a 60-year- 
old even in broad daylight, calls 
herself a truly liberated woman: "I’ve 
done something all my life, and always 
with men Women who don't do things 
bore the heck out of me. Everybody 
knows I’ve always done anything I 
ever wanted to do," she says crisply. 
And nobody, particularly her four 
children, would dispute ber 
(me night a decade ago, for instance, 
she was watching TV and saw a 
commercial for the Peace Corps Miss 
Lillian 
applied 
immediately, 
requesting to be sent to "a dark 
country with a warm climate." After 
she’d filled out all tin- papers, she 
visited her two sons and asked 
"Boys, do y’all love me9" 
Jimmy, she recalls, said "You know 
we do, Mama " 
But younger brother Billy, who 
speaks more plainly, said "All right 
what the h— you gonna do now?" They 
didn’t dream of trying to stop her. As 
she puts it, "They wouldn’t dare'" 
She spent the next three years in 
Bombay, first trying to spread the 
concept of family planning "I gave 
that up after two months Completely 
frustrating because, you know, the 
only tiling those poor people get out of 
life Is sex " Having been a registered 
nurse 35 years earlier, she managed to 
get herself into an infirmary where she 
tended the sick, even those with 
leprosy. "My friends over tin-re still 
write," she says, and proudly shows a 
it-nei leceiveu last week from a 
Bombay businessman who liad named 
a new factory after her: “Carter 
Power Drives." 
In his letter, the manufacturer 
wrote. "Dear Madam, I vividly 
remember the acts of kindness you had 
done to the poor people Dirty poverty- 
stricken infants used to be treated 
free. Many times I had seen you 
hugging infants and carrying them in 
your amus and even kissing them. I 
would admit frankly that I would have 
been most reluctant to go close to those 
children 
"When I asked you as to how you 
could stand such filth and protiable 
luirm to your person, you had stated 
that your acts were motivated by the 
stigma you were carrying in your 
coascience because of what you liad 
" seen in your life, and to comfort your 
mind you had to serve us." 
Miss I Jill tan now denies that she 
"said exactly that 
about the con­ 
science and all 
but I have seen and 
heard of a lot of cruelty to Negroes in 
my life, and it always hurt me deeply 
It made me a liberal before people 
ever used that word.” As a young wife 
and mother, she used to donate her 
services to a local hospital to care for 
destitute black children and became 
quite a heroine in this area of south­ 


west Georgia : "If you do one thing for 
one Negro in a little place like this, the 
word spreads” 
When Miss Lillian returned from her 
three-year stint in India, she had lost 
30 pounds ami when the family picked 
her up at the airport. "Jimmy was so 
shocked Im* put me in a wheelchair." 
The children in her absence had a 
dramatic contemporary house con­ 
structed for her, with glass walls that 
overlook a four-acre, pine-circled 
pond. In the "Pond House," as it’s 
called, Miss Ullian gradually regained 
her health 
"my stomach was so 
shrunk it was about three months 
liefore I could eat a whole meal again" 
and her dynamic' energy. 
It was four years ago, when Jimmy 
Carter was governor of Georgia, that 
his mother asked him, "What are you 
going to do when your term's up?" and 
he replied, ‘ I'm going to run for 
president." She said, "President of 
what9" 
and 
admits 
being 
momentarily shocked when he said 
"the U S." She’s surprised at herself, 
now, for having liad that reaction. 
•Jimmy’s always growing 
and 
growing, never able to sit still. He 
studies or does something all the time. 
People ask me how I got him to read 
tlooks so much, even at the dinner 
table I say, how could I stop him from 
reading9" 
Miss Lillian doesn’t actively cam­ 
paign for her 51-year-old son. Her job 
is to take care of Jimmy and Hosalynn 
Carter’s 8-year-old daughter Amy. 
Amy’s reaction to her daddy's political 
aspirations9 "Sin* hates it," says Miss 
Lillian. She's been in politics all her 
life and si** understands, but she 
adores her mother and father and will 
lie glad to have them back. It helps a 
little when Jimmy comes on TV, 
though, and she never cries a tear." 
Miss Ullian is shrewd about politics, 
as the widow of James F.arl Carter Sr., 
a legislator, and mother of Jinuny, for 
w hom she campaigned diligently in his 
races for governor of Georgia. Her 
analysis: 
Jimmy 
will 
win 
the 
nomination. Morris Udall would have 
been her second choice. Hubert 
Humphrey, for whom she worked as 
co-chairman of his Americus, Ga., vice 
presidential campaign headquarters 
in 1964, is "likable, but he doesn’t 
make a lifelong impression on me like 
some men.” She smiled fondly. "Men 
like Jim* Namatb, for instance 
liaven't met him, but he’s made a life­ 
long impression. I love him. . ." 
A dedicated sports buff, Miss Ullian 
cherishes an autographed baseball 
from Hank Aaron, proudly displayed 
in her living room And she is an ar­ 
dent fan of the Dodgers, "My husband 
took me to see them play in^rooklyn 
on the first day that Jackie Robinson 
joined the team. I was the only white 
person yellin’ for him, and I’ve loved 
the I lodgers ever since." 
Asked what she thinks of the moral 
climate of the U.S., Lillian Carter 
proves true to her liberal image by 
replying, "Morals change with every 
generation, and we change with them. 
Ten years ago if a woman lived with a 
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man, I’d have been shocked. Now I 
hear about it, and it doesn’t seem too 
liad. I never criticize a girl, because I 
never know what my own children or 
grandchildren 
might 
be 
doing. 
Although she claims she is a realist, 
rather than a romantic, she is reading 
"Jane F.yer" for the seventh time ("to 
forget "All the President’s Men’ 
and she believes that "F.Iizabeth 
Taylor is the most beautiful woman 
and Richard Burton the most charm­ 
ing man in the world 
and I just 
wish," she sighs, "they could go to the 
country and live happily together 
forever." 
Miss Lillian admits she has a drink 
liefore dinner almost every night, 
smokes occasionally, hates to cook and 
distrusts women reporters who, she 
suggests, “make something up if they 
don’t have anything interesting to 
write about." But she smiles when she 
suggests it. 
Convinced her son will be president, 
Miss Lillian says she’ll not live in the 
White House but will "go to the 
Inauguration and that’s it. The thing I 
dread most in the world is that when 
Jimmy wins I’ll have to buy dresses 
and go to the city. I wear pants suits, 
and I don’t like other clothes, and I find 
this place, right where I am now, the 
most peaceful spot on earth .. .”

Soybean 
Carryover 
To Be High 


WASHINGTON (API 
Although 
Agriculture* Department experts say 
soybean exports and domestic use 
have improved from a few months ago, 
the nation’s reserve of the oil seeds 
still is expected to be of near record 
size by the time another new harvest is 
ready in the fall 
For some time the department has 
projected the old-crop soybean stock­ 
pile next Sept I, at between 230 million 
and 330 million bushels, up from 185 
million held in reserve last fall The 
record soybean "carryover” was 326 8 
million bushels on Sept I, 1969 
Nothing much has changed in the 
carryover picture The latest analysis 
by the department’s Outlook and 
Situation Board says the Sept I stock­ 
pile Is expected to be 280 million 
bushels, or in the middle of what USDA 
had projected earlier 
“ Heavy .soybean exports, strong 
domestic demand for soybean oil and 
meal and lower prices are propelling 
soybean disappearance to a record 
high this season." the board said this 
week 
“ Although use is expected to exceed 
1.4 billion bushels, compared with last 
season's depressed 12 billion, it will 
still fall short of the large 1975 soybean 
crop by roughly IOO million bushels.” 
Farm prices of 
soybeans 
have 
reacted accordingly For the 1975-76 
season meaning what farmers get for 
last year's bean* the average is 
expected to lie around $4 65 a bushel 
That is down about $2 a bushel from 
what producers received the year 
before

naturalist Warren Wells says that 
from where his trail starts, you can 
almost see three states. But those who 
travel the nature trail he created at the 
top of an out-of-the way hillside will 
never see Ohio, Kentucky or Indiana 
The nature trail Is one of the coun­ 
try’s first for the blind and the 
Hamilton County Park District has left 
it as natural as possible. 
“We want them to be able to hike in 
the woods as we do, smell the flowers, 
feel the leaves or the bark on the trees, 
get smacked by twigs.’’ says Wells, 
who designed the half mile trail. 
“They tell me Mr Wells, we want to 
step in mud and maybe trip a little. 
We’ve been protected too much.' 
The nature trail offers protection but 
only a minimum amount There are no 
concrete surfaces to walk To Wells, 
losing contact with the earth means 
losing contact with nature 
There are no attempts to clear much 
of the debris, or 
many 
of 
the 
overhanging branches Many of the 
obstacles are noted on the guidewire 
which is strung around the park. 
When a group enters the trail, they 
grab onto a wire which leads them 
around. When a hiker feels one knot on 
the wire, it means “rough ground is 
ahead", such as roots, stumps, or deep 
slopes Two knots, means tree limbs 
and vines ahead three feet. Three 
knots direct the hiker's attention to 
signs, printed in braille, which discuss 
distinguishing ch aracteristics of 
different trees. 
“ A person can come back several

something different. For that m atter, 
he can come back every day and the 
trail won’t be exactly the same. Nature 
is never static,” Wells noted There

“ In fall, a person can rustle through 
dry crisp leaves and step on fallen 
hickory nuts In the spring, he can 
touch the buds as they begin to form " 
In addition to “seeing"-th a t is how 
most of Wells’ groups describe it the 
forest, they can also taste it. 
“ We take them out and say, There 
are blueberries there Go help your­ 
self.’ ’’ 
A person can be as adventurous as 
he wants He can come alone or in a 
group The only problem with coming 
in a group, is the setting is so rural, 
that a bus cannot get to it. 
Some of the users are former hikers 
who have gone blind and who had 
dispaired of ever going into the woods 


again on anything but the arm of a 
guide. 
Many of those who take the trail are 
children blind from birth for whom 
the nature trail provides a unique 
adventure 
There are never many people on the 
trail. About IOO use it each year. 
“ It wouldn’t matter if there were 
only one," Wells said. ’"Hie parks are 
there for all segments of our com­ 
munity.

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Editor's Note — For the people of 
New Hampshire, who relied on lumber 
for their livelihood, British restrictions 
on the cutting of pine trees sparked 
rebellion 


WE ARF. N U (AP) - Three years 
before the Minutemen fired the "shot 
heard round the world,” a band of 
woodsmen from this southern New 
Hampshire town struck their first 
blows against British rule 
On April 14, 1772, the men forced 
their way into tavern rooms rented to a 
king s sheriff and his deputy and 
nearly beat them to death with swit­ 
ches 
The event has become known as the 
Pine Tree Riot, 
The trouble began earlier that year 
when woodsmen illegally cut into the 
king’s prized lots of white pine The 
logs, as straight and true as most Eng­ 
lishmen had ever seen, were stored in 
several mills in the Weare area 
Since 1690 the white pines in New 
Hampshire had been reserved for 
masting ships of the Royal Navy They 
were 
coveted 
for 
their 
size 
and 
strength by the Bitish government, 
which claimed them for the exclusive 
use of the Crown 
The colonists, however, wanted the 
trees themselves for use in building 
and furniture making. Thus 
were 
drawn the lines of conflict in one of the 
earliest acts uniting the people of New 
Hampshire against King George. 
When British authorities discovered 
the store of logs, the mill owners were 
ordered to show cause why the timber 
should not be confiscated and the 
cutters fined 
The mill owners responded with 
diplomacy They sent Samuel Blodget 


of Goosetown on the 40-miie journey to 
Portsmouth to negotiate with Gov 
John Wentworth 
Realizing a potential ally, Went­ 
worth turned the tables and appointed 
Blodget a ' deputy surveyor of the 
king s woods ” 
Returning to Weare, Blodget sent his 
former employers a letter explaining 
that as the new deputy surveyor he 
would have to enforce the law. but he 
would be loath to turn on his neighbors 
"unless obstinate or notorious of­ 
fenders" should force him 
Blodget ordered the cutters to pay a 
fine, and 17 of them agreed Only the 
men from Weare held out 
On April 12. Sheriff Benjamin 
Whiting, accompanied by a deputy, 
went 
to 
Weare 
to 
arrest 
the 
recalcitrants 
The 
next 
day 
he 
arrested one offender, Kbenezer 
Mudgett. and ordered him to post (sail. 
Whiting then retired to a local inn for 
the night 
News of the sheriff’s arrival had 
spread through the town At a meeting 
that night in Mudgett's house, the 
colonials decided to post their com­ 
patriot's bail. but not in a form the 
sheriff would relish 
When dawn broke on 
April 
14, 
Mudgett roused Whiting, claiming he 
had come with hts bail money.

CINCINNATI (AP) - An official at 
the National Institute for Occupational 
Safety and Health (NIO SI!) says there 
is no danger level set for benzene 
which might prevent deaths such as 
those which may have occurred at 
Goodyear’s Akron plant between 1954- 
64. 
"The problem is we really don’t 
know what the danger level is," said 
Dr. Joseph Wagner, chief of NIOSH’s 
industry wide study branch "Any level 
could be dangerous 
We just don’t 
know. 


"Whether something is within the 
legal limits does not guarantee that it 
is safe." 
NIOSH had picked the Goodyear's 
St. 
Marys 
plant 
to 
study 
the 
relationship 
between 
benzene 
and 
leukemia prior to the release of an 
Akron Beacon Journal copyrighted 
story that the deaths of seven em­ 
ployes may have been related to ex­ 
posure to benzene 
Goodyear has confirmed that six 
deaths "may have resulted from ex­ 
posure to benzene,” but contends they 
died from aplastic anemia, a non­ 
cancerous relative of leukemia. 
The 
exposure 
to 
benzene, 
a 
petroleum byproduct, has been linked 
to cases of leukemia since 1897 
During a preliminary examination 
of the St. Marys operation, NIOSH 
officials found most benzene exposure 
levels were within federal limits of IO 
parts per million. There were readings 
about that level in some areas, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Bob Rinsky, one those 
conducting the study at St Marys. 


The plant at Akron, where the men 
died, is no longer in operation, but 
Rinsky said the procedures employed 
at St Marys are almost identical 
"Some of the machinery is even the 
same since it was moved to the Si 
Marys facility after the other plant 
was dosed," Rinsky said 
The Akron facility was closed in 1965 
because of a new film to replace the

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Secretary of 
State Henry A Kissinger plans to meet 
with leaders of 
Rhodesia's black 
majority and to outline a stepped-up 
U S aid program during his trip to 
Africa to dem onstrate American 
support for the aspirations of blacks 
throughout the continent. 


U S. .sources said the meeting with 
leaders of the African National Council 
will take place next 
Monday or 
Tuesday when he stops in Zambia, the 
third African country on his twoweek 
itinerary. The session is intended to 
point up U S opposition to Rhodesia's 
suppression of its black majority. 


While in Lusaka, Kissinger will 
deliver a major policy address, one of 
several he will make pledging U.S. 
economic aid, particularly to the tier 
of deprived states south of the Sahara, 
as well as political support 
He once urged a go-slow policy on 
the black white issue in a memo to 
former President Richard M Nixon in 
1970. But Kissinger now hopes to con­ 
vince black Africaas on the trip 
beginning this weekend that there Is a 
new determination in Washington to 
see white supremacy ended.

Court Issues Housing Decision 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Inner-city 
blacks, often trapped in ghetto areas 
because of their need for cheap 
housing available there, may soon find 
similar low-income housing in the 
predominantly white suburbs as a 
result of a Supreme Court decision. 
The court, 
in an IM) decision 
Tuesday, said black residents of 
C'hicago had been confined to public 
housing projects in ghetto areas of the 
inner city largely because of federal 
complicity in discriminatory practices 
that kept low-income housing out of the 
suburbs 
Therefore, the justices said, when 
federal officials are found guilty of 
racial bias in the placement of low- 
income housing in a city, federal 
courts can order them to create 
housing for the poor in neighboring 
suburbs

Sale 
Of Liquor 
To Be Cut Short 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - Sale of 
liquor must end at 2 a rn Sunday when 
daylight savings time takes effect, a 
state official said. 
When the clock strikes 2 a m. on 
Sunday morning, the time will be 
changed to 3 a m., thirty minutes past 
the legal closing tune for permit 
holders entitled to be open until 2.30 
a m., said Clifford E. Reich, director 
of the Department of liquor Control. 


The court’s decision could have 
widespread effects on construction of 
new public housing projects in cities 
where blacks can prove that low-in­ 
come housing has been concentrated in 
ghetto areas by governmental efforts 
to keep the poor confined within city 
limits 
In the Chicago case, lower courts 
had 
held that the 
city 
housing 
authority created a pattern of over­ 
whelmingly white occupancy of low- 
income units in white neighborhoods 
and black occupancy in black sections 
The courts also held that the federal 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development was similarly respon­ 
sible for fostering segregation by ap­ 
proving and financing the plans drawn 
by Chicago officials 


The justices said that since HUD 
operates irrespective of local boun­ 
dary lines, it was proper for a lower 
court to order the federal agency “to 
foster projects located in white areas” 
as a cure for the department's past 
complicity in discrimination. 
The court ruled specifically that 
HUD can be ordered to provide such 
housing in the suburbs if the federal 
government has contributed to city 
segregation through its public housing 
funding programs 
In the Chicago area, the decision 
could lead to a housing plan that would 


span six counties and an area of nearly 
4,000 square miles The Supreme Court 
said it considered the “ relevant 
geographic area” for blacks seeking 
low-cost housing in Chicago “Is tile 
Chicago housing market, not the Chi­ 
cago city limits." 
The case has become involved in the 
current 
presidential 
campaign 
Democratic candidate Jimmy Carter, 
whose remark about “ethnic punty" of 
neighborhoods was in response to a 
question about the case, said the 
court’s decision 
suits me fine." He 
said it would condemn deliberate 
exclusion of blacks but would leave “a 
substantial amount of flexibility to 
local communities." 
I Resident Ford, who last week said 
the nation should not destroy the 
“treasure" of ethnically identifiable 
neighborhoods, had no limned late 
comment. 
Under the ruling, court* can order 
HUD to locate low-income projects in 
the predominantly white suburbs, even 
if the suburbs involved have not been 
guilty of racially discriminatory 
housing practices. 
Although HUD could be compelled to 
place its own projects in the suburbs, 
the court said the local governments 
would not be forced to accept federal 
subsidies for cooperatve projects 
involving local housing authorities 
with the federal agency

He noted that a bill Rhodes vetoed 
last year would extend civil service 
status to commission employes and 
make it clear they can’t run for office 
" I 'rn going to call on Mr Heckman to 
join me in asking the legislature to 
override the veto,” he said. 
Rhodes vetoed the bill in part 
because it ( ame along at a time when 
it would have frozen in more than two 
dozen Democrats transferred into the 
Democratic agency after former Gov. 
John J. Gilligan was defeated by 
Rhodes in the 1974 election. But the 
governor also objected to the fact that 
the employes involved would get 
classified status without taking 
competitive examinations 
Heckman said the bill was "obvious, 
just a way to play politics and I'm not 


going to lie a part of it. He (Sweet) is 
just trying to muddy the waters " 
Heckman said he would help draft 
legislation that provided for testing 
"and was a real civil service bill." 


Sweet said the transferred employes 
were qualified for their positions, 
although only about 50 to 60 per cent of 
them have stayed with the commission 
because of the likelihood of being fired 
next year when Bloomfield’s term 
expires and the COP reclaims com­ 
mission control. “ I'd stack their quali­ 
fications and competence against any 
of the employes in any of the other 
agencies,” he said.

Jerom e R. Bahlman, the 
com m ission's executive secretary, 
told the paper that he felt Rhodes 
should have reported the trust as part 
of his income disclosure statement. 
Rhodes said that before he became 
governor on Jan. 13 1975 his holdings 
were placed in the Jam es A. Rhodes 
Trust by his business partner Don M 
HUlikerof Bellefontaine. The governor 
said the blind trust shielded him from 
possible conflict of interest

million loan from the Connecticut 
Mutual U fe Insurance Co. to help build 
A Howard Johnson’s Motel in In­ 
dianapolis.

1111* lure is known by various brand 
names but to most it is merely a jig, or 
leadhead jig 
Few anglers use any one txigus bait 
exclusively, and fewer still use only 
jigs In fact, I know only one person 
who fishes only with jigs Hut he also 
l atches more fish than anybody else I 
know 


The1 jig is a very basic piece of 
hardware. It consists of a hook on 
which, near the eye, Is molded a lead 
"head." The head, made in a wide 
assortment of shapes and weights, is 
painted to match or contrast with the 
lures dressing of hair, feathers, 
ruttier, nylon, wool or whatever.

White bass Jigs are irresistible to 
white bass.

jig with a viciousness that belies its 
relatively small size. 
An eighth ounce jig is a good choice 
Experiment with your retrieve. One or 
two methods usually produce best, 
Using a long, limber rod, flick the tip 
from side to side continually on the 
retrieve. This imparts a fast, darting 
motion to the jig. Or work the lure 
slowly on bottom with a fairly constant 
retrieve. 
Both work well, depending largely

O hio M ine Safety 
Bill Approved 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
A bill 
that would set tougher state safety 
standards for "the most dangerous 
business in Ohio” — underground coal 
mining — has been unanimously ap­ 
proved by the House 
The legislation, bringing the 35-year- 
old state law in line with more 
stringent federal standards, was sent 
to the .Senate, backed by a 96-0 House 
vote. 
“ Our mine law now even has the 
mules and donkeys in it,” said prime 
sponsor Arthur K. Bowers, D-98 
Steubenville. The animals which were 
used to haul coal and equipment in 
prewar days have long since been 
replaced by conveyor Iielta and cable 
cars, Bowers said. 
Interest in upgrading the state law 
was heightened by explosions that 
claimed 26 lives in a Kentucky mine in 
March. 
“ It can and does happen in Ohio,” 
said cosponsor AG. I undone, !>99 
Bellaire. I^ncione cited United Mine 
Workers figures reporting more than 
700 deaths in underground Ohio mines 
since enactment of the current law in 
1941. 
One miner has been killed un­ 
derground this year, according to the 
state Division of Mines. Four lost their 
lives in 1975. 
‘industrywise, it is the most 
dangerous business in Ohio,” I .ancione 
said “ To them its (safety) not a 
slogan, ifs really a matter of life and 
death.” 
The bill railes standards for un­ 
derground ventilation, escapeway^, 
roof supports, selfrescue devices, rock 
dusting (caulking), sanitary facilities, 
equipment and maintenance 
It increases the allotment of state 
inspectors from 26 to 30 and 
establishes a $17,000 starting pay scale 
for some positions 
State officials blame the present 
$14,000 starting scale for the fact that 
only 19 state inspectors are currently 
in the field. 
Perhaps the most controversial 


feature, 
certification 
of 
mine 
superintendents at the same level as 
mine foremen, goes beyond federal 
standards. Under current state and 
federal law, there is no certification 
requirement for superintendents. 
Hep Tom Fries, D-35 Dayton, won 
support for an amendment lowering 
the uniform first degree misdemeanor 
penalty clause proposed by the meas­ 
ure to a 
minor 
misdemeanor, 
punishable by a maximum $100 fine. 
A UMW spokesman said the union 
would lobby to strengthen the penalty 
section during Senate consideration. 
“ We're satisfied for now,” said 
( harles GUR, field representative for 
District No. 6 
Although the legislation will a most 
certainly have to be handled in clean­ 
up sessions following adjournment of 
regular 1976 meetings next week, 
supporters are hopeful of final 
passage

Ancient Iron Furnace 
Found On W arner Farm

decently I was called to the Mr, and 
Mrs, Maynard Warner farm, west of 
the Scioto River a few miles northwest 
of Circleville where their son, Clifton 
had found what he believed was 
evidence of an ancient Iron furnace on 
the farm. 
The evidence consisted of fire-blazed 
stones, slab. and burned clay, which 
was readily re a liz e d as coming 
from one of the ancient iron furnaces, 
with which I have been familiar. The 
furnace was located in the hank of a 
small creek, a half mile from the 
Scioto River, and has been oartlv 
excavated, but the work of fully ex­ 
ploring it will be taken up later

Meanwhile the place Is not open to 
the curious. 
On the furnace site I picked up what 
appears to tx* a rune stone but the 
markings 
have 
been 
almost 
obliterated, and some parts missing 
Farm machinery marks also arc on 
the small slab of limestone 
It is the second furnace along the 
west area of the Scioto River off of U.S. 
Route 104. The first furnace was 
discovered by 
F.milie Caldwell, 
daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. 
John 
( aldwell, who found fire-glazed stones. 
I was called to decide about the fur­ 
nace, which is located on what was 
formerly the west hank of the River. 
She was seven years old at the time, 
hut now is a lovely young lady who took 
the picture accompanying this story, 
It is not generally known hut when 
the Hopewell circular mound which 
gave Circleville its name, was tom 
away, evidence of iron 
w h s found, 
which probably was upward of 2,000 
years old. It is possible that other 
ancient iron furnaces are located at 
various places along the Scioto River 
and its tributaries, as several have 
t ome lo light and most of them ex­ 
cavated along Deer ( reek, par­ 
ticularly along Pennyroyal Road a few 
miles west of U S 104 route 
Only this week evidence of ancient 
iron furnace along Deer ( reek, two 
miles from Clarksburg. came to light 


on tlx* Paul Peck farm, where a little 
used furnace was found, and wiped out 
by a huge bulldozer 
This was similar to a furnace we 
excavated on the 
l>eroy 
Haskins 
premises a few years ago and found a 
42-pound liar of cast iron in an updraft 
flue. 
't he similarity of the two furnaces 
was the fact that they were oval, six 
feet by Bine feet across, and both were 
filled with Ixig marl, which readily 
became lime when heuted (and which 
old time archaeologists called lime, 
hut failed to say it came from marl 
frogs i All ancient iron furnaces used 
bog iron orc found adjacent to fur­ 
naces. The marl used to flux the iron 
and for building the furnace walls of 
( lay and cement lo hold the stones in 
the real furnace walls. 
The Paul Peck “ furnace” had never 
been used to produce iron, contained 
no glazed stone in the walls, hut was 
completely filled with lime from bog 
marl 
This is taken to indicate that there 
are real iron furnaces in the same 
arca, or that the marl had been stored 
in anticipation of operating iron fur­ 
nace, hut found no bog iron in the area 
I was unable to visit the Peck find, 
but Alva Met Ira w of Chillicothe was 
there. 
In the Fayette County Museum are 
several billets of cast iron from fur­ 
naces, some given to the museum by 
( apium Arlington Mallery, first ar­ 
chaeologist to really explore iron 
furnaces in Ohio, and the many pieces 
of iron, glazed stones, slag and other 
material, has made the Museum the 
official dejxwiit of this material in Ohio 
It lias been attracting widespread 
attention in the nation, and many noted 
archaeologists and scientists have 
visited the display. 
Included in the exhibit is slag and 
other material from the first Iron 
Furnace in America, the Saugus, in 
Massachusetts, built in 1640, and a 
rune stone from the 3,000 year old ruias 
on “ Mystery Hill” Mass., where a 
colony of Celts lived. 
A former Ohioan, Dr Clyde Keeler, 
of Milledgeville, (la., has been active 
in carrying on the work of uncovering 
data regarding the famous ruias and 
now is assisting Prof, Berry Fell, of 
Harvard, in some of the exteasive 
work Dr. Keeler is well known here 
when* he has assisted in exploring 
ancient furnaces in this area
